Writes a Letter 


Advising His Friends to Support 
Grover Cleveland 


As the Apostle of Tariff Reform and 
Sound Finance. 


Another Epistie from the Stout Statesman 
at Buzzard’s Bay Who Now De- 
fends His Course in the 

King Matter. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

New York, Sept. 18.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Hon. Carl Schurz has 
written a letter addressed to the Cleve- 
land and Stevenson clubs of Kings 
county and other citizens of Brooklyn, 
giving his views pn the present national 
political situation. Schurz was invited 
to express his opinions in an address, 
but ill health prevented. Schurz says 
in part: 

We are told that the tariff is the chief 
issue of the campaign. I certainly do not 
underestimate the importance of any of its 
aspects, but I regard it only as partofa 
far more comprehensive question which is 
not merely economic, but political in char- 
acter, and concerns the general working, 
in fact, the moral’ vitality, of our demo- 
cratic system of Government. There has 
always been and always will be money used 
in elections for perfectly proper purposes. 
But sums are spent in Presidential and 
State campaigns which a generation ago 
would have been thought fabulous. That 
much of this money is used for bribery and 
that the evil is growing and spreading 
from year to vear cannot be denied. 

Referring to party machines he says: 

The development of party organization 
of late years is largely in the direction of 
machine methods. What will the effect be 
on political life? It serves to raise up a 
race of unprincipled, selfish, mercenary 
politicians and to repel from public life 
men with patriotic ambition who wish to 
sérve the public welfare according to their 
honest convictions. 

Schurz then enters into a lengthy dis- 
cussion of the tariff question,, making 
the deduction that the Republican 
party isin a sort of tacit partnership 
with the beneficiaries of the tariff—the 
moneyed power—to do all it can in the 
wayof furnishing campaign funds tokeep 
the Republican party in possession of 
the Government, andin return the Re- 
publicans to do all they can by way of 
tariff legislation to keep the moneyed 
power in the enjoyment of large finan- 
cial profits. He continues: 

Republicans tell us that the McKinley act 
is the final consummation of the protective 
| and that nothing beyond will ever 

asked. The country has never hada 
protective tariff before the enactment of 
which the people were not assured that it 
was the extreme measure of the demands 
that would be made and after the enact- 
ment of which the clamor for more protec- 
tion—higher duties—did not soon again be- 
gin. Soit will be againif the Republicans 
are entrusted with full power. More will 
be asked for; more will be granted, for 
more subsidy will be needed to keep the 
party in power. 

Schurz devotes some space to extoll- 
ing the Democratic party and Grover 
Cleveland. After referring to Harri- 
son's administration, he says of free 
coinage: 

I regard the movement as gradually dyin 
out, if Cleveland is elected to the Preet 
dency, for he will have more prestige and 
will use his influence vigorously in favor of 
sound finances. Under Cleveland's admin- 


istration the free coinage heresy will lose 


its foothold in this party, in which it is 
numerically the strongest. Cleveland's de- 
feat would restore the free coinage move- 
ment to new life and strength. The inevi- 
table effect of the enactment of the Force 
bill would be a revival of the fear of negro 
domination in the South, and with it vio- 
lent and disastrous disturbances of the re- 
lations of the two races. 

Schurz closes with advice to his fel- 


low-citizens to support Cleveland’s can- 
didacy. 


CLEVELAND WRITES AGAIN, 


rhis Time in Defense of His Action Re- 
garding Col, King. 

Mempnis (Tenn.), Sept. 18.—[By the 
Associated Press.] Frank P. Poston, 
brother of David Poston, the victim of 
Col. H. Clay King, addressed a letter 
recently to Grover Cleveland, strongly 
deprecating the letter he -wrote to 
King’s niece, and saying that his action 
would in all probability cost him votes 
in Tennessee. In a reply of consider- 
able length, after expressing surprise 
at the interpretation given the letter 
sent Mrs. White, Cleveland says: 

Have you and others who are in- 
clined to criticise my action, re- 
fiected upon the fact that my let- 
ter was written in response to the piti- 
able plea of an apparently broken-hearted 
woman? Have you and my critics over- 
looked the fact that I absolutely declined to 
interfere with the Governor in behalf of 
King? Has it entirely escaped attention 
that the letter was written simply and 
solely through the sympathy which every 
true maa ought to feel for a woman in dis- 
tress? In response to your suggestion that 
my act May result in loss of Democratic 
votes, you will pardon me if I say that 
when political expediency torces me to be 
discourteous to distressed women, I’m pre- 
pared to retire from politics. 


Plain Case of Foul Play. 
New York, Sept. 18.—The 
Island police have another mystery on 
their hands similar to the famous Rut- 
tinger case of Tottenville, two years 
ago. The body of a well-dressed man, 
badly decomposed, was found in the 
lower bay. The man evidently met 
death by ‘foul play. His hands were se- 
curely tied behind his back. The body 
had probably been’ in the water two 
months. 


McCarthyites Stayed Away. 

Denix, Sept. 18.—At a meeting in 
Limerick tuday a resolution was passed 
urging the government to release Daily 
and other “Irish-Americane now im- 
prisoned in English jails for political 
offenses. The McCarthyites’ and the 
Mayor of Limerfck declined to attend 
the meeting.

GREAT ENTERPRISE. 


A New Railroad from New York to 
San Francisco. 


To Be Bailt With English Capital and Be 
Completed in 1901—The Dis- 
tance to Be Shortened 
by 500 Miles, 


By Telegraph to The Times. : 

Detroit (Mich,,) Sept. 18.—[By the 
Associated Press.| William Dillon of 
Chicago, vicé-president and general 
manager ofthe Atlantic and Pacific 
Construction Company, is in the city 
temporarily and gives an interesting 
account of am air-line railroad to be 
built between New York and San Fran- 
cisco, which will shorten the distance 
over 500 miles and effect a proportion- 
ate saving of time.- 

In an interview he had the following 
to say on the subject: ‘‘Ever since Oc- 
tober last I have been at work perfect- 
ing the plans of thecompany. The pre- 
liminary surveys have been made and 
charters secured in Illinois, Ohio 
In addition to 
the work done in In- 
diana. we now engaged” in 
surveying a through New Jer- 

sey. Thé wo of grading for the road- 
bed and the laying of the rails will 
commence in 1898, and the entire road 
will be completed and in operation in 
the year 1901. The cost of the division 
from New York to Chicago will be $100.- 
000,000, and of the San Francisco end 
$600,000,000. This includes every- 
thing. We will be thorough in our work 
in the various States, and will secure a 
right-of-way extending twenty miles on 
each side of the road. When we come 
to a river we will bridge it, and if we 
cannot go over mountains we will bore 
through it, no matter how long it may 
be. 


‘Our main line will run within a few 
miles of Chicago and within fourteen 
miles of Cleveland. Instead of turning 
out to take in cities we wilP build spur 
tracks to connect them with the main 
line. Cities willcometo us. We ca!- 
culate that our road will pay for itself 
inside of six years. We would look for 
allthrough and local business between 
New York and San Francisco, and we 
will get it without a doubt when the 
road is completed. I figure a dividend 
of 5 per cent. a year, or $15,000,000, 
Would be declared. We will establish a 
$2,000,000 plant at Benton’ Harbor, 
Mich., and there we will build engines, 
freight and passenger cars, make rails 
and, in fact, everything used in the 
construction and operation ofthe road.’’ 

The road will be built with English 
capital, Dillon declares.

New York, Sept. 18.—[By the Asso- 
clated Press.| The Board of Health 
issued a bulletin thiMafternoon in whieh 
it was stated that no cases of suspected 
cholera had appeared since the last 
bulletin, and no deaths from cholera 
had occurred since Thursday. The re- 
port of the bacteriologists as to the 
case of Mary Connerty, sif®pected of 
cholera, is to the effect that no spirillum 
of cholera was discovered. 

The only death reported among the 
detained ships today was that of a child 
on board the Scandia who died of ma- 
rasmus. There were no new cases and 
no deaths on board any of the ships or on 
the island, and it would appear that the 
cholera specter is now safely defeated. 
The Rugia will discharge hercargo into 
lighters tomorrow and will go back to 
Hamburg. The Servia will probably in 
a day or two be allowed to come up, hav- 
ing no sickness on board. Dr. Jen- 
kins thinks he will soon beable 
to release the Rugia’s cabin passengers, 
nowont>e NewHampshire. For some 
reason not explained the fllfated Nor- 
mannia will be detained in lower quar- 
antine for some time.longer. The 
Wyoming and Scandia’s steerage pas- 
sengers will goto Hoffman Island to- 
morrow. The cabin passengeis of 
Bretagne will be transferred to the city 
tomorrow, but the steamer will be de- 
tained awhile. The Moravia and Heli- 
goland may be also released tomorrow. 

QUARANTINE REPORT. 

Dr. Byron, in his midnight report 
from Swinburne Island, says: 

All vessels O. K. We brought from the 
steamer Bohemia the body of a child which 
after a few hours’ Hiness died. There was 
no diagnosis. -I will hold an awtepsy and 
report as soon as s#ible. Our patients 
are recovering rapidiy.

Dr. Charles T. Roberts, chief of the 
bureau of contagious diseases, after 
making an examination, ordered the 
steamer thoroughly fumigated, and also 
closed the pier and qtaranfined those 
on the ship. 

The Nevada -was not detained at 
quarantine last Wednesday, having ex- 
nibited a clean bill of health.

Conflicting Reports as to the Epidemic 
in Hamburg. 

Hamavure, Sept. 18.—[By Cable and 
Associated Press.}| Two hundred and 
eighty-six fresh cases and 127 deaths 
were reported yesterday. This is a big 
decrease, both in the number of pa- 
tients and mortality. 

Lonpox, Sept. 18.—The Standard’s 
Hamburg correspondent says: ‘*The 
cholera epidemic shows no abatement, 
Figures for Saturday were: Seven 
hundred and three new cases, 224 
deaths, 329 burials; for Sunday, 668 
new cases, 201 deaths, 330 burials.”’ 

Lonpon, Sept. 18.—The Odessa cor- 
respondent of the News says: ‘‘The 
Governor of Turkestan reported to the 
government 1800 deaths caused by the 
plague in Turkestan and Askabar. He 
believes the spread of the disease has 
been arrested. The disease is of a 
pustulous nature and Is knownin Persia 
as the black or spotted plague.”’ 

Panis, Sept. 18.—In this city and sub- 
upbs yesterday fifty fresh cases of chol- 
era and thirteen deaths from the disease 
were reported. 

In Havre the number of new cases 
was six and the deaths three. 

St. PeTerssurg Sept. 18.-—Forty-one 
fresh cases of cholera were reported 
here yesterday, and fifteen patients 
died during the sametime. Ninety-two 
persons have recovered from the dis- 
ease. Returns received in regard to 
the progress of the epidemic through- 
out Russia show a steady decrease in 
the virulence of the scourge. 

Sept. 18. — Queenstown 
authorities announce that until all dan- 
ger of cholera infection ceases a doctor 
will board all American liners arriving 
at Queenstown from ports in the United 


States, and if any sickness is found on 


a steamer the vessel must be placed in 
quarantine before any of the passen- 
gers are allowed to disembark, other- 
wise the steamer must proceed direct to 
Liverpool, only communicating with 
Queenstown forthe purpose of secur- 
ing the services of a pilot.

With his father he 
worked on Henry Clay’s farm, and 
when older went to Texas and joined 
Col. Jack Hays's famous rangers. He 
drifted to California in 1849 amd 
started inthe cattle business. At the 
time of his death he owned 200,000 
acres of landin Nevada, stocked with 
cattle, a big ranch near Soledad and 
had other large holdings in this State. 
He owned the first American brand for 
cattle in California. He 
widow, an unmarried daughter Jennie, 
ason James and a married daughter, 
Mrs. Noah Flood. The exact value of 
his estate is not known, but it is one of 
the greatest in the State.

A Peculiarity of the Upper Air. 
{Ontario Record. ] 

Mr. Woodward, the San Diego bal- 
loonist, thinks he has discovered why 
Southern California has no cyclones. 
He believes that for several miles up 
the temperature is quite high and 
very even, giving no air for cyclonic 
air currents, due to movements of 
air strata of marked difference in 
temperature. On his second ascent, 
at about 2500 feet he went into 
the same warm belt he found before, 
which was 86°, or fully 20° higher 


This continued for several thousand 
feet, when the temperature suddenly 
fell, reaching 60° at nearly two miles 
high. Even this latter figure is very 
high for that elevation in mid air with 
no ground about to warm the air by re- 
flection. The difference between this 
and the lower warm belt js not enough 
to make any cyclone of affect the cli- 
mate along the ground to any extent.

AT THE CHURCHES. 


Bishop Vincent at the First 
Méthodist Charclt. | 


The Distinguished Divine Greeted by 
an Immense Congrezation.~ 


Rev. Mr. Knighten’s Closing Sermon 
at Simpson Tabernacle. 


His Annual Statement of the Condition of 
the Charch—Farewell sacred Con- 
cert Last Evening at St 
John's Charch. 


Los Angeles has entertained many 
distinguished divines and has. at one 
time or another, been honored by visits 
from bishops, authors and celebrated 
men of letters, but the ovation tendered 
to Bishop John H. Vincent, LL.D., last 
evening at the First Methodist Church 
was a tribute of appreciation seldom ac- 
corded even by enthusiastic Califor- 
nians. The great auditorium, with its 
2000 sittings, was crowded from the 
pulvit steps tothedoors. Many people, 
both men and women, stood throughout 
the service. The Sunday-school rooms 
inthe rear were packeéd and eager 
faces crowded the vestibules. 

‘The bishop did not appear till the 
close of the preliminary song service, 
and the moment he mounted the’ pulpit 
steps to the platform hundreds of han- 
kerchiefs fluttered from the auditorium, 
the galleriés and the annex beyond. 
This was, perhaps, the most delicate 
mark of appreciation that could have 
been paid to the founder of Chautau- 
qua—this beautiful Chautauqua salute— 
made sacred by its tender Chautauqua 
associations. 

The origin of this silent form of ap- 
plause is familiar to every old Chautau- 
quan. Anumber of years ago a deaf 
mute delivered on the Chautauqua plat- 
form (through an interpreter) a very 
charming allegorical address. In grace- 
ful gestures he depicted various his- 
torical and biblical scenes. At the 
conclusion ot his lecture the delighted 
audience applauded vociferously. Dr. 
Vincent was on the platform and re- 
minded the congregation that the lec- 
turer was entirely unconscious of this 
style of applause and suggested that 
they express their appreciation by wav- 
ing their handkerchiefs. That was the 
origin of the Chautauqua salute. Over 
the expressive face of the deaf mute 
broke a pleased smile as he acknowl- 
edged the graceful salutation. Since 
then the Chautauqua lilies have bloomed 
only for her most distinguished guests— 
for Gen. Grant, who visited Chautauqua 
when he was President of the United 
States, for Garfield, for Frances E. 
Willari, the queen of white-ribbon 
women, and for a limited number of 
other celebrated guests. — 

The opening praver last night was 
offered by the pastor of the church, 
Rev. Dr. Campbell, who expressed to 
Almighty Godthe thankfulness of His 
people for the restorationto health of 
His gifted servant—the bishop. A 
chorus of fervent amens responded to 
the petition, ‘‘O, let his life be long.”’ 
Bishop Vincent looks somewhat 
thinner than his wont, the trace of his 
recent illness, but Ghautauquans recog- 
nize the clear, ringing voice, the en- 
thusiasm, the magnetic presence and all 
the old time vi,or of the man ‘whose 
splendid geniushas wrought ‘the won- 
derful development of popular educa- 
tion of the masses. ) 

His text last night was from John, 
xxi:21-22, where Peter questions the 


..Master concerning the manner of John’s 


death, and Christ rebukes his inordinate 
curiosity by saying: ‘If I will that he 
tarry till lcome, whatisthat to thee? 
Follow thou 

Nothing but a stenographic report 
could do justice to the sermon. Its 
central thought was—the purpose of 
the Bible. It comesto us a revelation 
from God; ig does not reveal truth on 
the su it is not like a cyclopedia 
or dictionary, carefully and systemati- 
cally arranged; it is not like a pyra- 
mid, every section wef joined and 
perfectly matched, but it is more like a 
huge mountain lifted up, rough and 
irregular. On its surface are fine trees 
and beautiful flowers—high platforms 
from which we may upon a mag- 
nificent perspective, but if we want the 
realtreasure of a mountain we must 
dig to its heart—there we find its 
wealth. The Bible says but lit- 
tle about those things concerning 
which human curiosity is. forever ques- 
tioning—about the intermediate state, 
about heaven and hell, about the music 
and the occupations in heaven, or 
whether we will know our friends there. 
It gives us a few fundamental, general 
principles. Swedenborg tells us vastly 
more about those things. ‘Gates Ajar’’ 
tells us more. The Bible is an unsatis- 
factory book on that line—Jesus says 


to~ our carnal questions, ‘‘What 
is that to thee? Follow’ thou 
me.’’ The" Bible reveals the fact of 


immortality; it reveals all man needs to 
know; it points out the path of duty so 
you need never make a mistake; it 
teaches the objects and reveals the na- 
ture of duty. The Bible spends no time 
tampering with our weak, human argu- 
ment; it speaks with authority. No 
man who is not willing to obey God has 
any right to know of the mysteries of 
God—we, with our human minds may 
not be able to comprehend its mysteries 
if they were revealed to us—it may be 
that Lake Tahoe could not hold the Pa- 
cific Ocean. When the heart is i’lumi- 
nated by God’s wisdom, the Bible be- 
comes a new book and we read between 
the lines. We must judge the Bible by 
what it aims todoand not by what we 
fancy it might have done. It is de- 
signed to be the headlignt of life to 
show the track from earth to heaven. 

The above is a mere outline of the 
points elaborated by the bishop in his 
own masterly manner. At the close 
every head in the vast congregation 
was bowed during a prayer of conse- 
cration, and a silence that could be felt 
fell upon the great concourse of people 
as the final ‘‘amen’’ fell from the in- 
spired lips of the bishop. 

This evening Bishop Vincent will 
meet all Chautauquans and those in- 
terested in Chautauqua work at the Y. 
M.C.A. auditorium. He will give a 
short address, and an informal reception 
will follow. This Morning at 10 o’clock 
he will be present at the preachers’ 
meeting.

The de- 
scription of an Oriental marriage scene 
was depicted in connection with the 
topic to show how closely the lessons of 
the parable applied. After incidentally 
alluding to the unhappy frequeacy of 
divorces in our midst, the main lessons 
of the parable were applied. Many 
people live in a state of neglect regard- 
ing their spiritual welfare, and should 
the Savior come to them tonight they 
would be unprepared to meet Him. It 
is dishonoring to Almighty God to live 
a misspent life with the intention of 
devoting only the remnant of it to His 
service; to use all of one’s energies, ac- 
tivities, abilities and strength in the 
service of the world, the flesh and the 
devil, and to reserve for God the feeble 
and exhausted efforts of old age, with 
the hope of slipping into heaven at the 
last moment. 

But the maiu lesson was to be learned 
from the door being shut so as to ex- 
clude the foolish virgins. It means 
that when the door of heaven is shut on 
us at the day of judgment it stays shut. 
A good deal of foolish teaching and 
preaching nowadays encourage. people 
to be careless and negligent about their 
salvation; hoiding out the hope of an- 
other chance afterdeath. | This thought 
is a very widespread one, but the ‘wish 
was evilently father to the thought. 
Let us look at this sensibly; not con- 
sidering God as Calvin and Jonathan 
Edwards pictured him, a cruel being 
delighting in vengeance; ner yet as 
some later theologians would make him, 
a foolish old father that we can 
cajole and play tricks with. But 
let us consider God as the maker 
of certain laws, and the just executor 
of those laws. If we think that 
wecando as we like regarding those 
laws, and yet escape their judgments, 
we are denying the fundamental prin- 
ciple of cause andeffect. It was not to 
be believed that the hell of the here- 
after was a place of material fire and 
brimstone; but rather as a place of ex- 
clusion, a place of outer darkness; a 
place the opposite of heaven, which is 
a place of inclusion and a place of light. 
In this place of exclusion the punish- 
ment will be in proportion to the sin. 
But there are no chances for amend- 
ment or reform there. There will be 
ng incentive to reform, for the Holy 
Spirit will not be striving with us. The 
lost souls shall simply be thrust out of 
the presence of God—away from His‘ 
care, away from His love, away from 
those influences which now draw us to 
Him. 

Some manwillsay: “What! then 
are we to have only one chance, just 
one chance in this world, and if that 
misses.never to have another?’’ It is 
in this question that lies the fallacy 
of the whole of the modern popular ar- 
gument. We do not have ‘only one 
chance”’ in this world. We have liter- 
ally hundreds and thonsands of chanccs. 
Every hour in the day in which the sin- 
ner lives is a chance for turning from sin 
to God. It is because of his continuous. 
sacrifice of every one of these sins that 
man destroys his hopes of heaven... 
The end of life brings him to the 
end of his journey. The sinner finds 
himself atthe end of that downward 
road which has led him from God. The 
words ‘‘and the door was shut’’ are full 
of warning. God warns, he does not 
frighten. Letus live up to our Chris- 
tian calling and professions, consecrat- 
ing, and if necessary, reconsecrating 
ourselves to God’s setvice; having our 
loins girded and our lamps trimmed and 
lighted, counted worthy to meet the 
bridegroom at His coming.

NOT REGARDED WITH FAVOR. 


Chicago Doctors Do Not Approve Trans- 
fusion of Blood in Pneamonia Cases. 
The recent experiment ina Philadel- 

phia hospital of supplying the blood of 

a convalescent pneumonia patient to a 

patient suffering from pneumonia, 


which Philadelphia physicians claim 


proved efficacious, is not looked upon 
with favor by Chicagg physicians. 

‘A physician might cut off the little 
toe of a person down with pneumonia 
and the patientrecover both from ill- 
ness and the surgical operation, and yet 
that would hardly be looked upon_as 
a positive cure for pneumonia,’’ said 
Dr. J. J. Thompson regarding the Phita~ 
delphia experiment. ‘The dispatches 


from there said the blood taken 
from the patient was black and 
impure. That is no doubt cor- 


rect, but it was due not so much to the 
disease as to the effect of the disease 
in the lungs. In a case of pneu- 
monia the lungs of the patient become 
congested, the air cells are stopped and 
the blood grows black from iack of 
oxygen. New blood infused into the 
veins of the patient would become as 
impure as thattaken from them in a 
short time, and to make sucha remedy 
efficacious would, in my ‘opinion, re- 
quire renewal of the patient’s blood 
every half hour or so. I am of the 


opinion further that a good many sych 


experiments would be required to 
bring physicians generally to look upon 
it with favor. It is all well in hospital 


practice, but physicians would hesitate 
to adopt it in private practice. ; 

‘What would be a better plan, in my 
opinion, would be to reduce the co.ges- 


tion of the lungs and let nature purify 
the blood of the patient.”’

IN BATTLE. 


Mon Who are Bravely Fighting 
Cholera. 


Medical Generats Who Take Their 
Lives in Their Hands. 


Thorough Preparation and Bold 
Action in New York. 


— 


Dr. Cyras Edson and His Methods—Dr, 
Jenkins and His Great Power—Dr. 
Beron and Prof. Welch and 
Other Prominent Men... 


|The gratifying snecess which the 
health officers in New York are reported 
to be having. in their noble efforts to 
stamp out the very first appearance of 
the cholera plague in the metrdpolis, 
makes a detailed description of their 
methods timely. The following letter 
will therefore be read with interest,— 
Ep. Times. | \ 


Special Correspondence of The Times. 

New York, Sept. 10.—When one of 
those alert-eyed and keen-scented men 
who are employed by the city of New 
York to search here and there in its 
limits for cases of contagious or infec- 
tious diseases makes report-of such dis- 
covery to Dr. Cyrus Edson preparations 
are made immediately for battle. The 
scene at the bureau of which Dr, Edson 
is chief is something like that which oc- 
curs at the headquarters of a brigade 
when a scout brings’ word of the sudden 
appearance of an enemy. Since mid- 
sammer Dr. Edson has been engaged in 
jreparations for battle, and itis in sueh 
preparation as wellas in the actual 
work of fighting and enemy that mig ht, 
unless overcome, be more dangeroas 
than an armed host that Dr. Edson is 
athis best. New York being the prin- 
cipal port of entry and more Hable, 
»erhaps, than any other port to, receive 
germ-infected immigrants or freight 
than any other port excepting those 
ahich are, nearest the yellow fever 
countries, the preparation for and the 
izhting against epidemic diseases in 
that city is not only of local importance 
sut of consequence to the entire coun- 
try, since from New York disease germs 
may be carried everywhere. For that 
reason, perhaps, Dr. Edson has gained 
more prominence as an epidemic fighter 
than others who may have equal knowl- 
edge or skill Yet Edson owes his 
prominence fully as muchtothe enthu- 
siasm with which he undertakes such 
work and the vigilance with which hé 
prosecutes it when it becomes neces- 
sary. Since he has had charge of that 
bureau which deals with epidemic dis- 
ease, Dr. Edson has fought against the 
approach of cholera twice with perfect 
success, has suppressed two or three 
outbréaks of smallpox, and stamped out 
what threatened to be the most danger- 
ous epidemic that has obtained a _ foot- 
hold if New York city in many years, 
thatof the deadly typhus, or spotted 
lever. 

When the first reports of the march 
of cholera into European cities teached 
New York city Dr. Edson was instantly 
on the’ alert. He is not a secretive 
man. He believes that concealment is 
a far worse evil when epidemics are 
present or are threatened than pub- 
licity, so that he informed the health 
authorities ot New York that he was 
convinced that chélera ‘Would ulti- 
maté@ly be rgported as having reached 
the American shores’, probably first dis- 
covered at quarantine in the New York 
Bay. The news stirred him as the hint 
of coming battle fires the true soldier. 
His bureau was put in perfect order. 
His inspectors were increased: They 
were sent into every district in the city4 
where people swarmed in tenements or 
where. filthy conditions prevailed, 
Their powers were almost as great as 
those conferred upon a provost marshal, 
and when at last cholera was reported, 
as Dr. Edson predicted, in New York 
Bay, he had gained the first and perhaps 
most important advantage—he had put 
the city in readiness, so that if a 
case appeared within its limits it 
could be controlled. Since that time 
Dr. Edson ~vigiantly waited. His in- 
spectors could do no more than:visit 
every house where a suspicion of intes- 
tinal disease rested, and two weeks 
after the first vessel appeared in New 
York Bay with cholera-infected pa- 
tients the inspectors were able to re- 
port not a case in the city. 

This is fig\ting cholera as science has 
taught that it should be fought. But 
thatis only half the battle. A case 
might be discovered and the machinery 
of the health department was so per- 
fect that it was believed that within an 
hour after such report the patient 
would be in the cholera hospital, the 
house disinfected and quarantined, and 
the inspectors watching like detectives 
for an appearance elsewhere, If, in 
spite of these precautions, the disease f 
should show a tendency to be more pow- 
erful than the physicians, Dr. Edson 
would be found as surely leading his 
corps into the thick of danger as Custer 
used to lead his cavalry into battle. 

The writer asked Dr. Edson if he had 
no anxiety lest he himself should re- 
ceive the infection, and his reply sug- 
gests one of the secrets of his success as 
an epidemic fighter. ‘ 

He said that in an infectious disease 
case the greatest danger to a healthy 
man was that which was caused by 
timidity. Anxiety seemed to put the 


“system intosuch condition as to make it 


tar more susceptible to stich disease 
than would be the case were there no 
such mental conditions. With cholera 
the danger was comparatively slight, 
provided a physician was careful of his 
food and took pains not to carry away 
the cholera germs with him., The 
canger in typhus was far greater, since 
that is a contagious disease, the germs 
going throughtheair. Yet, last winter. 
typhus broke out in severalplaces 
in New York, and atone time it was 
nip and tuck whether the epidemic 
would not become the master in the 
tenement districts, Dr. Edson visited 
every case reported, and without the 
Slightest personal anxiety. To that 
State of mind and to the ordinary medi- 
cal precautions taken to destroy anv of 
ethe deadly germs which might have 
found lodgment in his clothing he at- 
tributed his immunity from attack. 

Edson illustrated this condition 
by citing two cases which came under 
his experience. He was about to start 
out one morning to visit several tene- 
ments in which the disease had ap- 
peared in its most virulent form. .In 
his office he found awaiting him twe 
young men, Who asked the privilege o1 
accompanying him y were not 
physicians. They had .never been’ 
brought into contact with any other ep- 
idemic disease than scarletefever or the 
trifling complaints of childhood. They 
were reporters, anxious to make per- 
sonal investigation, so that they might 
furnishto the newspapers for which 
they wrote such accurate description of 
the disease as only an eye-witness could 
furnish. - 

Dr. Edson looked steadily at these

The reporter first spoken to insisted 
upon accompanying Dr. Edson, and he 
at last gaye a reluctant consent. They 
went with him tathe bedrooms of sev- 
eral who were sick almost unto death 
with this disease. Nearly all of the 
patients visited did die. The reporters 
were able to write intelligent accounts 
of this disease, and their reports did 
the community some service, for they 
suggested some precautions which 
might be taken. 

Dr. Edson was, however, right in the 
warning which he gave to the first re- 
porter. Withip a week he was stricken 
with the disease and after an illness of 
only two or three days he died. The 


other reporter felt no more effect from 


this visit than Dr. Edson did himself. 
It was one of the most powerful and 


Dr. Edson's opinion that mental con- 
ditions make a man either susceptible 
to an epidemic disease or tend to make 
him proof against it. In Edson’'s case 
the mental] conditions are alwaysin his 
favor. He has wo more fear when in 
the sick chamber of a typhus or cholera 
patient than he has when in the cham- 
ber of one who is ill with a trifling com- 
plaint. 

If the cholera is restrained at quar- 
antine in New York, or if a sporadic 
case reaches the city andan epidemic 
prevented, Dr. Edson will have gained 
another of those victories 
given him distinction in fighting the 
battles against the spread of epidemic 
disease. 

A GENERAL IN THE BATTLE WITH DEATH. 
The work of the quarantine officers at 
all the seaports is made conspicuous in 
time of epidemic brought from over the 
seas, because quarantining is an act en- 
tailing great publicity. As the cholera 
first appeared in New York harbor the 
attention of the country was attracted 
to the Health officer, 


whose power 
within his duties is as autocratic as 
that of an Eastern monarch. Dr. Jen- 


rins, who is Health’ Officer of New 
York, and who has taken the responsi- 
bility of detaining in quarantine an‘en 
tire tleet of ocean steamships, practi- 
cally suspending ocean travel for many 
davs, entailing a loss estimated as high 
as $2,000,000 a month in the aggre- 
gate upon steamship companies, and 
seriously embarassing ocean commerce, 
a young man, comparatively. He 
had little experience in fighting such 
battles as he has been engaged in fight- 
ing since the middle of August. He is 
a Southe;¢n man by birth, and entered 
upon the study of medicine with 
such enthusiasm as to cause those 
who gave him his diploma to predict 
that his career as a ‘physician 
weuld be a successful one. Politics in- 
directly seryed to change the especial 
line of medical practice and investiga- 
tion which he had determined to pursue. 
He married asister of Richard Croker, 
not when Croker was the supreme 
power in Tammany Hall, but when he 
was one of John Kelly's lieutenants. It 
was Croker’s influence which was sufti- 
cient to procure for Dr. Jenkins an ap- 
pointment/as assistant coroner of New 
York, and before he had held that office 
a month the young physician found that 
it gave him such an opportunity for a 
certain line of practice 4s even the hos- 
pitals donotafford. He wascalled upon 
to perform autopsies so frequently 
that there were days when he was oc- 
cupied from morping until night with 
the scalpel. Many of the cases were 
those of persons who had died from 
some mysterious cause, and every form 
of sudden or accidental death was in- 
vestigated by this young physician. He 
came to have great expertness in mak- 
ing autopsies, so thathe gained repute 
for the swiftness and skill with which 
he performed them, and when the first 
malefactor was put to death by elec- 
tricity it was desired by the medical 
profession that an especially careful 
and accurate post,mortem examination 
be made. Dr. Jenkins was selected to 
do this work, although the execution 
took place nearly 300 miles from New 
York city. It has been said thatQhe 
owed his appointment as Health 
Officer of the New 
York to Mr. influence. 
Certainly that influence would have 
been sufficient to obtain it, for, before 
Mr. Jenkins was appinted, Mr. Croker 
was the very successful successor of 
John Kelly as the leader of Tammany 
Hall. The voung doctor had hardly be- 
come-familiar with his duties before he 
was faced with this great resporfsibility. 
The strain which the Health Officer of 
New York must bearin an emergency 
like that of cholera is something that 
cannot be appreciated except by those 
wao have daily opportunities to witness 
the workings of the quarantine depart- 
ment. It is like that borne by a com- 
mander in.a great campaign which is 
protracted, and Dr. Jenkins has said 
that the suggestion of President Harri- 
son, thatthe approach of cholera.could 
be compared to nothing but the toming 
ofa hostiléarmy, is a perfect illustra- 
tion. 
THE BACTERIOLOGISTS. 

Perhaps as important work as any 
that has been done in fighting the 
cholera has been after all the most in- 
conspicuous. .This is the investigation 
that the scientists have been making. 
Science has done so much to minimize 
the dangers of epidemic diseases that 
it is now a recognized aid employed and 
handsomely paid for by the health 
authorities of the greatercities. To 
put the eye of science upon the ‘mani- 
festations not only of cholera, but of 
other epidemic diseases, the health 
authorities of New York City have had 
constructed an apartment which is as 
impregnable to the assaults which 
threaten investigation as a great safe 
is-to—a~burglar’s tools. Dust cannot 
enter, and if an air pump were placed

ment, it could speedily exhaust the air 
so that no living thing could exist in it. 
Here men work, and curiously enough, 
work not to suppress. but to propagate 


the germs of epidemic disease. ' They 
tecelve bits of clothing bed- 
ding of expectorations or dischar- 
ses in which it is suspected 
thatthe germ of disease may exist. 
These are taken in air-tight, boxes or

placer miner searches the dirt. Every 
manifestation of the germ is noted. Its 
forms and some of its peculiarities in 
the case of cMblera are already so well 
known that illustrations of them are 
made. 

Dr. Byron, the chief bacteriologist, 
is as enthusiastic in this. work as Dr. 
Koch. Todiscover a manifestation of 
a cholera germ gives him the joy which 
all discovery furnishes the true scient- 
ist. Abandoning practice, fur- 
nished with disinfectants, with rubber 
suiting, with powerful microscopes and 
with other tools of the scientists and 
precautions of the medical man, Dr. 
Byron went to Swinburne Island pre- 
pared to stay a year if necessary, lead- 
ing as isolated and dangerous a life, per- 
haps, as did Father Damien with the 
lepers of the Sandwich Islands. The 
cause of humanity and the cause of 
science inspired him. He was ready 
to receive the most pestilential bits of 
bedding or discharge from cholera 
patients. He expected to cultivate 
germs from every infected article that 
he received. He thought he might be 
able to tella new story of cholera, so 
that the medical men might be the 
be tter able to master it when it appears 
again. Living for weeks, perhaps for 
months, among germs some one of 
which may by accident enter his own 
system, Dr. Byron is as fearless and as 
enthusiastic when his eye is fixed upon 
these deadly seeds of disease as Dr. 
Edson is in fighting them. 

As an associate Dr. Byron has Prof. 
William H. Welch, who has gained the 
highest distinction in his line of inves- 
tigation in Johns Hopkins University 
faculty. Dr. Welch might have gained 
a very great practice as a physician, 
but science tempted him rather, than 
pecuniary reward. A graduate of Yale, 
a classmate who touched elbows in_ the 
recitation room with a frolicsome young 
student whois now a U. S.. Senator 
from Colorado—Mr. Woolcott. Welch, 
in his college days, revealed the fascin- 
ations which science had for him, and 
while tothe public he is not so well 
known as he will be when this cholera 
scare is over, yet his name and achieve- 
ments have won the respect -of the 
greatest scientists of Lurope and Amer- 
ica. .With his‘microscoepe over his’ eve, 
Dr. Welch is supplementing the work of 
Dr. Byron, and the medical men of New 
York city rather expect that as-a result 
of these investigations some discoveries 
of great importance will be made by 
these men who so fearlessly face the 
deadly germs. 

These are some of the men who are 
engaged in fighting the -battle against 
cholera in New York. If the disease 
should appearin other cities and be- 
come epidemic, doubtless there will be 
revelation of that heroism, devotion 
and patience which is always mani- 
fested in the medical profession in 
times of epidemic peril.

Mr. Bandini Tells About Hunting 
Mountain Wildeats.

Arturo Bandini recently returned from 
ahunting and camping expedition in the 
mountains not many miles from Pasadena 
He has kindly furnished the reporter with 


' the following description of the trip: 


“Like all people who live here, I was 
giad to return home, not, however, becaypse 
the spot I left was any the less beautiful. I 
wish I could properly describe it, but that 
would be impossible, so I can only dabble. 
Imagine giant oaks six and eight feet in di- 
ameter, with branchesin proportion, morn- 
ing, noon and evening showing them in dif- 
ferent lights and shapes. Here were spots” 
where the sun never shone, in others the 
sun’s rays pierced like golden columns. 
Below flowed a placid stream and back of 
the camp the mountains rose terrace above 
terrace, clothed to the very top with buck- 
horn, oak, walnuf, manzanita. etc. 

“These mountains are teeming with 
game—deer, wildcats, coyotes, foxes and 
coons; in the bottom lands are rabbits, 

uail and doves. I went after wildcats and 

ound the deer so thick that they are a real 
nuisance. sounds odd to hear a hunter 
call deer a nuisance, but such is my opin- 
ion. Hounds will always run deer in pref- 
erence to anything else. A first-class dog 
will leave a fresh cat or fox trail for an ol 
deer scent. Ishot my lagt deer sixteen years 
ago. As for running them with hounds, it 
is almost always tinfe lost, lots of hard 
work and injury to hunter. deer and hounds, 
to say nothing of running the deer out of 
the country. 

“Ilike to hunt something that will show 
tact and cunning to throw the hounds off 
the trail, and which. when caught, will 
fight for his life—fight like the ve old 
scratch. Do you expect me to tell you 
where fies this hunter's paradise? Not 
much. ButI will say that there are other 
spots in the Sierra Madres, not ten miles 
from Pasadena, just as good. To follow 
the hounds after mountain cats requires 
endurance, woodcraft and nerve. Would 
you think that-a young lady would possess 
all thése, and could follow her guidein the 


‘hardest kind of a chase without encumber- 


ing him at all? The young lady of the 
party, who has hunted more or less with 
me since she was 10 years old, followed me 
withdut flinchingin of the most 
duous and dangerous cat hunts Ihave ever 
beenin. Only-inone-place did she require 
my help (she did not ask for it then). and 
she was in at the death. No wonder I was 
proudofher. [laughed more than once 
when I thought of the predicament some of 
the male hunters [ know would find them- 
selvesininsuchachase. Hunting wildcats 
in the foothills is a very different thing 
from bunting their brethrenin the moun- 
tains. The latter are fierce fighters, but 
my hounds are such veterans at the busi. 
ness that they usually emerge from the 
fracas with byt few scratches.”’ 
WHITTIER MEMORIAL SERVICE. 

A memorial service in honor of the late 
J. G. Whittier was held yesterday morning 
at the Universalist Church. Excellent mu- 
sic ropriate to the occasion wag fur- 
nished under Prof. Kyle's direction, and 
the pastor, Rev. Dr. Conger, preached one 
ot the most eloquent sermons ever heard in

.«. Conger stated that it was his great 
good fortune to meet this sweet singer, 
while his home was in New Engiand. It 
was during the eventful years immediately 
following the war, when Whittier was at 
The speaker re- 
called several interesting personal reminis- 
cences. describing social gatherings where 
the poet was distinctively the guest of 
honor, but at the same time the quietest 
and most unassuming person present. 

The speaker then briefly reviewed the 
history of the present century, in which 
Whittier is a bright and shining light. He 
was born seven years after the commence- 
ment of the century, and died only eight 
years before its close. High tribute was 
= to the poet for his heroic action in 

aring to make public his wonderful song 
of liberty during the, dark days of slavery, 
which wag a potent factor in the victories 
of the Northern armies during the war, for 
it went where armies could not march—into 
the hearts of the people. Reference was 
also made to Whittier's writings, which had 
much to do with the advancement of 
woman. Favorite quotations from the au- 
thor’s writings were happily woven into 
the discourse, which closed in a brilliant 
peroratiqgn eulogizing America’s favorite 
poet.

SAN BERNARDINO COUNTY. 


A Voting School to Bo Run During 
the County Fair. 


The Record of the Riverside Gun Clab— 
Quite a Bullding Boom at Red- 
lands—New Blocks Going 
Up All Over the City, 


SAN BERNARDINO. 

The proposition to conduct a voting pre- 
cinct. at the pavilion during the district 
fair has been decided upon and the full 
method determined. The County Clerk has 
offered to furnish the necessary parapher- 
nalia, and a model election booth will be 
constructed and operated. Regular Austra- 
lian ballots will be prepared, containing 
all the tickets, Democratic, Republican, 
Prohibition and Populite, from Presidential 
electors down to the close of the county 
ticket, and the constitutional amendments. ; 

There will be clerks and judges of elec- 
tion and other officers in attendance, just 
the same as upon a regular Presidential 
election. Only those will be allowed to 
vote who are qualified electors, and can 
vote but once each day present. After the 
close of the pavilion in the evening of each 
day the ballots will be counted and the re. 
sult bulletined the next day, and all spoiled 
ballots exposed for inspection. Those 
ballots marked wrong will be explained to 
those who do not understand wherein the 
error lics. It will prove a valuable school 
of election and will, no doubt, add largely 
to the attendance at the fair, as every voter 
should try his skill at voting to be certain 
that he is right. 


RIVERSIDE. 

The fact that the team sent to the State 
shoot by the Riverside Gun Club won the 
Shelby trophy for the third time this sea- 
son, and thatthe trophy is therefore the 
property of this team, was published broad- 
cast at the close of the shoot. But to what 
extent the members ofthe Riverside team 
were victors in that shoot, outside the 
team shoot, has not been made public here. 

The Riverside Gun Club was put in train- 
ing by A. W. Wiley, champion of Southern 
California, when hecame here about three 
years ago, and the team first engaged in 
the State shoot two vears ago, winning the 
Shelby trophy and many other prizes. The 


the shoot a year ago, when most of the in- 
dividual prizes were won by the Riverside 
team also. This year the winning of the 
trophy makes it the permanent property 
ofthe team. The score of the team for 
this trophy was as follows: Smith 20, 
Wiley 19, Chick 19, Packard 18, Taber 
17, making a total of 93 per cent. 
In their efforts to defeat the Riverside 
team, and thus prevent the loss of the 
Shelby tfophy fromthe annual shoots, a 
team was selected from the various clubs— 
the best that could be pitted against them. 
This team consisted of Robinson, San Fran. 
cisco; Haas and Merrill, Stockton; Nichols, 
Sacramento; Bassford, Vacayille. This 
team made a totalof 92 per cent. losing 
by one bird. During the shoot the River- 
side team, as such, shot at 744 live birds 
and killed 94 2-5 per cent of them. In ad- 
dition to the Shelby trophy, valued at 
$500, the members of the Riverside team 
won a total of $760 in cash prizes, each 
member securing about an equal amount. 
The cash and other prizes were pooled, se- 
curing toeach member of the team anequal 
share.
